Prof. Grange, of the Agricultural 


College of Michigan, says that last 
summer and autumn his attention was 
called to a peculiar disorder in sheep. 
It affects the eyes, and frequently 
leaves total blindness. Although the 
disorder will yield to treatment, acute 
inflammation often sets in and P-III-M 
the animal intense suftering. 


"I think," the professor says, "the 


most appropriate term which can ho 
applied to it, is 'En/.ootic Opthalmi.i;' 
for, like other enzootie diseases, it at- 
tacks a number of animals in a certain 
locality, or it may be confined to a >in- 
gle farm, while the term opthalmm is 
now universally applied to certain dis- 
eases of the eye, both in human and 
veterinary medicine. The cause of this 
disease, like the cause of many en?oo- 
tics, is still wrapped in deep obscurity. 
There are those who ^ay it is the result 
of fatigue, or driving upon dusty roods 
for instance, or exposure to cold after 
shearing, or indeed at any time, and 
that sudden changes of the weather 
lire liable to bring on an attack. 
Al- 


though it may be true that any debili- 
tating influence, 
su< li as exposure, 


otu., is liable to render an individual 
more susceptible to the complaint, yet I 
can not think that they alone will pi<>- 
duce it. Indeed, it .SOQIIIS to have no 
respect for the condition of the animal, 
breed or box, ngc or si/e or other cii- 
cnmstanccs that 1 can suggest, unless 
I take advantage of that now fashion- 
able way of accounting for the oxUl- 
cnce of certain maladies, und condemn 
it as a 'malarial trouble;' for it is not 
at all improbable that a '•pecilie virus 
floating in the air, and tinding a suita- 
ble habitat in some sheep, w ill pcrfoim 
its various eccentricities 


"The complaint is caMlj rcco£ni/cd, 


as several animals in a flock \\ill bo- 
come suddenly blind without any ap- 
parent cause. Taking a casual look til 
the malady, one can not bclp being im- 
pressed with the similarity between 
this descase and pinkeye in horses; but 
closer observation will show with toler- 
able certainty that they are two distinct 
disorders. On watching the course ot 
enzootio opthalmia in sheep from day 
to day wo find, iirst of all, that the 
sight of the eye, instead of presenting 
that bright, 
glistening 
appearance, 


characteristic of it, will be dull or 
opaque; the eyelids u ill be inflamed and 
the animal will not be able to tolerate 
light, but be constantly blinking, tears 
will How profusely over the cheek, and 
there will be more 01 less discharge (ot 
tears) from (hi- nose. In the course ot a 
day or two the c\es will appear i odder 
.mil larger, which condition will otten 
be accompanied with or tollowed bj 
angry looking soies upon the sight. 
These are scon sometimes to eat their 
way through the eyeball, and allow the 
intemul structure of the eye to escape 
-that is, the fluid portion; when the 
internal stuictures become involved n 
cataract and permanent blindness is 
liable to be the tesiilt. This ulceratiou 
never occurs in pinkeye in horses that 
I am aware of, nor does it in mild cases 
in the sheep. 


"Thr treatment of this disease should 


be both loi :il and constitutional, and 
the sui loiindings of the anitml should 
al.so 
be 
piopeily considincil. 
The 


affected sheep .should be placed l>y 
themselves in a comfortable, dry shed, 
well 
aired,
